Hiring methods assailed 
in Granite City schools

Gl CITY — Just days before the Nov. 7 
election, the District 9 school board and adminis- 
tration find themselves on the defensive amid a 
renewed storm of protest over district hiring prac- 
tices. y 

In particular, substitute cafeteria workers in the 
district’s 12 schools are decrying the way workers 
are chosen to fill permanent positions as they 
become available. oie 3 
~The workers feel their past experience as subs 
should be a major factor in hiring for permanent 
positions. Yet, they claim, and the district admits, 
some of those hired recently have less rience 
as District 9 cafeteria subs than many who were 
passed over for the jobs. 

In at least one case, a person passed over had 
good evaluations by her supervisors at the various 
schools where she has substituted. 

Alice “Sherry” Patrick, who recently requested 
that the district remove her name from the sub 
list, provided the Press-Record/Journal with cop- 
ies of her evaluation forms as they were filled out 
by district personnel, as well as letters of recom- 
mendation, some also from District 9 people. 

The documents show that Patrick’s work was 
considered ‘‘outstanding”’ by at least one evaluator 
and ranged from ‘‘excellent’’ to ‘‘satisfactory” 
according to another. She also had letters of rec- 
ommendation from at least three ‘‘lead ladies,” 
the term the district uses to describe the head 
worker in each cafeteria. 

Still, Patrick has never been hired for a perma- 


_nent position, although she’s subbed regularly in 


the district since 1985. She said she was particular- 
ly upset after the most recent hirings on Oct. 24 
because several of those hired, she claims, have 


, never worked for- District 9 before. 


Other substitute cafeteria workers have voiced 
the same complaint, although most declined to 
ive their names because they still hope to get 
jobs in District 9 schools. 

“Tm just really fed up with this system and I 
just can’t go on being just a sub any more. I need 
to feed my kids,” said Patrick of decision to 
remove her name from the sub list. 

“It’s not what you know, it’s who you know 
around here,”’ she said: 

But district 9 Superintendent of Schools Gilbert 
“Gib”? Walmsley disputes Patrick’s claim that 
favoritism plays a role in district hiring practices. 

“We are obligated to hire the person we feel is 
best for the specific position each time a job opens 
up. Previous sub experience plays no role in that 
decision because experience doesn’t always make 
somebody the best,’’ Walmsley said. 

Board of Education member Roy Koberna, how- 
ever, said the district’s hiring practices are 
flawed. 

“Hiring is the worst part of (being a board 
member). For every one we hire, there’s several 
we don’t, and those few get upset. Still, I think the 
evaluation system is flawed and we need to put 
more stock in the recommendations of the people 
who work there with them day to day,"’ Koberna 
said. 

“In the last round of hiri (Oct. 24), I talked 
to some supervisors in the high school cafeteria 
and they recommended a person they said was an 
excellent worker and really ‘needed the job. So I 
recommended her based on what they said, 
although I’ve-never met her, The other people, I 
didn’t even know anything about and so I d to 
go just with what others said. 

“It’s really frustrating when someone later 
comes to you and says, ‘Did you know this about 
that person?’ and you have to say, ‘No, I didn’t.’ I 
wish we could get to know more about each candi-

Nameoki Road may get new businesses

GRANITE CITY — The face of Nameoki 
Road may change in coming months. Several 
new businesses are considering locating 
there. 

Among the prospective businesses are 
Steak ’n’ Shake, Imo’s Pizza, Hardee’s and 
Blockbuster Video. 

Vince Imo, president of Imo’s Pizza, said 
an Imo’s will built ‘probably by the first 
of the year” at 3361 Fehling Road in the 
Central Plaza Shopping Center on Fehling 
road near Nameoki Road. 

Central Plaza was also to become the site 
of a new real estate office owned by agent 


John Sobol, but Sobol has since changed his 


mind about relocating, his wife, Charlotte, 


said Wednesday. 

Dave Orvan, district manager for Hardee’s 
Restaurants, said the company is seriously 
considering opening another outlet in the old 
Sambo’s Restaurant building next to the 
Mobil gasoline station at Nameoki and Pon- 
toon Road. That restaurant would be in addi- 
tion to the one just opened at the intersection 
of Illinois Route 3.and Chain of Rocks Road. 

The Hardee’s proposal, however, has been 
delayed because’ of concern over a leaking 
petroleum products tank buried there, said a 
spokesman for the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency.

Pontoon library district on 


PONTOON BEACH — Voters’ approval is 
being sought by village officials Nov. 7 to 
create a library district. 

An affirmative vote would exclude the 
Pontoon Beach area from a ional library 
district to be voted on next spring. That dis- 
trict would encompass the Granite City 
School District 9 boundaries. 

If next Tuesday’s measure is approved by 
voters, a tax of 15 cents per $100 asséssed 
valuation would be added to a village_resi- 
dent’s real estate taxes, according to Village 
Clerk Mary Warren. 2 

That tax rate would equate to about $15 a 
year on a home valued at $30,000 and 
assessed at one-third fair market value, 
$10,000, or $30 a year on a residence worth 
$60,000 and assessed at $20,000. 

This rate would produce $19,000 a year to 
operate the library, it was estimated.

MADISON — A former Madi- 
son resident has been charged 
in two felony warrants with 
aggravated criminal sexual 
assault for allegedly abusing 2 
12-year-old boy earlier this 
year.

“I believe there could be oth- 
er victims (of this tyre of 
activity),”” Bargiel added.

_job on this case,’ State’s Attor- 


ney Bill Haine said Friday. 

The report on the Holt inves-

The warrants were signed by 
Madison County Circuit Judge 
Paul Riley.

‘The best choices in District 9 


: Suffice it to say in this election 
year there are only a few good 
choices in Granite City District 9. 

Generally, the candidates lack- 
ihg experience also lack practical 
ideas. And the candidates with 
experience are bringing with 
them some baggage of the past 
that should have been shed long 


ago. 

Eight candidates are squaring 
off for the four available seats in 
the election Nov. 7. 

We feel the top two choices are 
incumbents Debbie Holt-Wilker- 
som and Jeff Parker. 

Holt-Wilkerson is married and 
the mother of two children. She 
began her teaching career in 
Grdnite City and later taught in 
the Wood River school district. 
She is now a school nurse in 
Edwardsville. 

She cites among her accom- 
Splishments her role in the reopen- 
ing of Lake School, the closing of 
tthe high school campus during 
junch hours, the development of a 
disaster plan for all the elemen- 
tary school buildings, including 
installation of intercom systems, 
‘and the start of the DARE drug 
JAwareness program. 

2 Parker, 35, has been a_ source 
jof strength on the board since his 
‘appointment a little more than a 
year ago. He has two children 
and two stepchildren attending 
“Granite City schools, and holds 
the rank of sergeant with the 
Granite City Police Department. 
SHe has been a key supporter of 
the DARE drug awareness pro- 
gram and closing the campus at 
‘tthe high school. Doubtless both 
Stands stem from his knowledge 
cof the children in the community 
rand the problems they face. 

": Incumbents Holt-Wilkerson and 
Parker have been breaths of 
fresh air on the board during 
their first term. They’ve quietly 
listened to issues and spoken 
their minds when_ necessary. 
-Holt-Wilkerson, particularly, did 
not buckle to pressure, despite 
"some controversial issues, includ- 
ing the Jason Robertson AIDS 
case and the lengthy teachers’ 


strike last year. 

Voters should also elect Dr. 
Mark Eavenson. Unlike some of 
his competitors, Eavenson has a 
clear idea of what the district 
needs, focusing his interest on 
high school repairs and training 
vocational students to reflect the 
needs of local industry. 

Favenson is a lifetime resident 
of Granite City and a graduate of 
Granite City High School South. 
He is also a registered nurse and 
a certified emergency medical 
technician with negotiating expe- 
rience. He has been an instructor 
at Belleville Area College and 
Logan College of Chiropractic. 

We also recommend Monroe 
Worthen. He has been around lon- 
ger, knows more about and done 
more for District 9 than any oth- 
er candidate. However, our rec- 
ommendation doesn’t come with- 
out qualification. For too long, 
Mr. Worthen has enjoyed a _per- 
sonal power base that should not 
have n. No one need go far- 
ther than to talk to those involved 
in the many closed-door sessions 
of the board to discover the 
truth — the questionable hirings 
and firings, the unnecessary 
debates, the manipulation of oth- 
er board members. 

Anyone as ‘intelligent in the 
ways of the District 9 system as 
Mr. Worthen is too valuable to 
lose, so we have some advice. 
First, he should rethink entirely 
how the board functions as a 
unit, how it makes decisions as a 
team and how it does so entirely 
for the benefit of the student 
body. He should also keep in 
mind that the administration is 
hired to do a job, and the board 
is elected to recommend policy, 
not vice versa. 

There are four other candi- 
dates, all good people who have 
made some contributions to the 
community. Unfortunately their 
latforms were unclear or 
impractical; or they weren’t in 
touch with needs of the school 
system. For those reasons the 
four people listed above are the 
best choices.
